iums.— The  early- 
blooming  of  seedling 
Geraniums  depends 
largel}-  upon  the  char- 
acter of  the  potting 
soil.  If  it  is  gravelly 
and  enriched  with  a 
phosphate,  the  plants 
will  bloom  in  from  six 
to  nine  months  after 
they  are  started,  pro- 
^-ided  they  are  not 
watered  freel}^  contin- 
uously. A  period  of 
drouth  alwa3-s  p  r  o  - 
motes  the  formation 
in  which  silica  and 
to  the  earlv  ma- 
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Angelonia. — The  Angelonias  are  South 
American  plants,  and  thrive  in  a  rather 
warm,  partial  shade,  if  potted  in  a  rich, 
porons  compost .  Seedlings  are  easily  start- 
ed in  the  spring,  and  begin  to  bloom  in 
three  or  four  months.  Shift  into  larger 
pots  as  the  plants  grow,  until  they  occupy 
four-inch  pots,  in  which  they  may  be  al- 
lowed to  bloom.  The  flowers  will  quickly 
appear  when  the  plant  becomes  somewhat 
root-bound.  The  flowers  of  Angelonia 
grandiflora  are  in  spikes,  rather  showy 
though  delicate,  and  emit  a  delightful  fra- 
grance. 

Madeira  Vine  and  Chrysanthemums. 

— Both  of  these  plants  are  hardy  where  the 
ground  does  not  become  hard  frozen,  and 
both  can  be  left  out  over  winter  by  protec- 
tion sufficient  to  keep  out  severe  frosts. 
Many  of  the  choice  Chrysanthemums  are 
hardy  enough  to  endure  hard  winters  north 
of  Washington  without  protection. 

Pine-apple  Geranium.— What  is  gen- 
erally known  by  this  name  is  Salvia  Robusta. 
It  will  grow  six  feet  high,  and  bear  scarlet 
blooms  in  spikes  two  feet  long. 

Trailing"  Vinea.— The  variegated  trail- 
ing Vinca  is  fine  for  baskets  and  vases.  It 
requires  no  special  treatment.  A  rich, 
moist  soil  and  partial  shade  suits  it. 


THIS  is  the  common  name  of  Luffa 
acutangula,  a  robust  vine  belonging 
to  the  Gourd  family,  bearing  rather 
handsome  foliage  and  large,  showy,  golden 
flowers,  succeeded  by  long,  ribbed,  club- 
like fruits.  The  seeds  are  almost  as  large 
as  those  of  a  Watermelon,  and  when  they 
turn  black  the  Gourd  may  be  taken  off  and 
thrown  in  water  till  the  pulp  dissolves,  then 
the  net-work  is  washed  out  for  use  in  house-

hold  economy,  or  for  fancy  work.  For  the 
latter  bleaching  is  necessary,  in  order  to 
give  it  the  desirable  white  color.  In  Sani- 
tariums this  vegetable  net-work  is  often 
used  to  scrub  the  body  and  promote  friction, 
being  used  as  bath  mittens  worn  by  the  at- 
tendants. The  vines  are  easily  grown 
from  seeds.    See  engraving. 

Ranunculus.— The  various  Asiatic  spe- 
cies of  Ranunculus  are  easily  grown  from 
seeds.  They  are,  however,  mostly  pur- 
chased from  dealers  in  the  form  of  tuber- 
clusters.  These  are  dry  and  brittle,  but 
become  active  when  planted  and  kept 
moist.  If  kept  wet  they  will  sometimes  rot. 
As  a  rule  these  Ranunculus  are  not  satis- 
factory. They  like  a  cool,  moist  atmos- 
phere, and  a  somewhat  shaded  situation, 
conditions  that  cannot  well  be  provided. 

Salvia  RobUStia.— This  plant  has  square 
stems,  large  downy  leaves  with  pine-apple 
like  fragrance,  and  racemes  of  long  dark 
red  flowers.  When  bedded  out  in  rich  soil 
it  will  attain  the  height  of  six  or  eight  feet 
in  the  season.  Its  growth  is  too  strong  for  a 
desirable  pot  plant.  It  should  be  wintered 
in  a  frost-proof  place  and  set  out  in  the 
spring. 

Lavender. — If  Lavender  plants  are  kept 
in  a  shady  place  and  liberally  watered  the 
leaves  will  curl  and  the  plants  die.  Give  a 
sunny  situation,  and  a  porous,  well-drained 
soil.  Those  who  are  not  successful  sowing 
in  the  house  should  try  out-door  sowing.

ABOUT  CEREUS. 


WEIGELA  ROSEA,  sometimes  known 
as  Diervilla,  and  sometimes  as  Bush 
Honeysuckle,  is  a  beautiful,  hardy, 
deciduous  shrub  from  China,  introduced  in 
1844.  It  thrives  well  and  blooms  freely  in 
rich  soil,  whether  in  partial  shade  or  full 
sunshine,  and  its-  showj'-,  trumpet-like  car- 
mine, rose  and  white  flowers  are  attractive 
throughout  the  early  part  of  summer,  and 
occasionally  man}-  clusters  are  developed 
during  the  autumn.  The  bush  grows  from 
four  to  eight  feet  high,  and  is  one  of  the 
most  desirable  shrubs  known  for  general 
cultivation.  While  indispensable  in  a  gar- 
garden  collection  of  choice  summer-flowering 
shrubs  it  is  equally  as  valuable  for  winter- 
blooming  in  pots  in  the  house.  For  this 
purpose  well-shaped  specimens  two  or 
three  feet  high  should  be  potted  in  autumn, 
the  soil  being  well-drained  and  well-firmed. 
A  little  care  in  pruning  during  the  spring 
and  summer  will  insure  fine,  bushy  plants 
that  will  become  a  mass  of  bloom.  If 
grown  during  the  summer  in  large  pots  the 
plants  will  bloom  all  the  better  in  the  vdn- 
dow.  Keep  the  plants  in  a  cool  place  till 
you  wish  the  buds  to  develop,  say  Christ- 
mas or  New  Year,  then  bring  them  grad- 
ually to  the  light  and  heat  and  increase  the 
water  supply.  The  flower-buds  vrvVi  quick- 
ly develop,  and  the  whole  bush  will  be  a 
mass  of  lovely  trumpets.  There  is  no  shrub 
more  easily  forced  into  bloom,  nor  more 
certain  to  yield  satisfactory  results.  Any- 
one can  have  it  in  bloom  in  winter  by  heed- 
ing these  simple  cultural  directions. 

Although  hardy  under  ordinary  condi- 
tions, the  bushes  sometimes  suffer  injury 
from  cold  when  the  warm  days  of  winter 
develop  the  growth  prematurely.  To 
avoid  this  mulch  the  plant  with  stable  litter 
in  December,  which  vdll  keep  the  soil  cool 
and  prevent  a  free  flow  of  the  sap.  In  a 
very  severe  climate  the  tops  may  be  further 
protected  by  a  covering  of  paper  or  straw, 
wrapping  it  so  as  to  exclude  the  entrance 
of  water.  This  will  insure  a  full  crop  of 
bloom  the  following  summer. 

Propagation  is  readily  affected  during 
summer  from  cuttings  of  half -ripened  wood, 
as  well  as  by  seeds.  The  shrub  is  classed 
with  the  Honeysuckle  family,  and  hence 
the  common  name  "Bush  Honeysuckle." 
The  name  Weigela  was  given  in  honor  of 
C.  E.  Weigel,  a  botanical  writer. 

Clematis  Jaekmanii.— A  correspondent 

from  "Wisconsin  complains  that  a  Clematis 
Jaekmanii  a  year  old  grew  upwards  of  three 
feet  high,  and  had  eight  or  ten  flowers  on 
it,  when  the  vine  suddenly  withered  and 
died.  This  is  a  common  complaint.  The 
plants  often  die  in  this  manner.  Some  per- 
sons claim  it  is  because  of  a  sunny  exposure, 
and  some  because  of  too  much  shade.  The 
real  cause  is  not,  as  yet,  definitely  known, 
and  no  true  remedy  has  been  suggested. 


THERE  are  many  species  of  Cereus,  but 
all  have  more  or  less  cylindrical  stems. 
C.  Grandiflorus  is  the  Night-blooming 
Cereus,  from  Mexico.  Its  stock  is  mostly 
five-angled,  and  its  flowers,  borne  at  night, 
are  fragrant  and  from  six  to  eight  inches  in 
diameter,  and  pearl- 
white,  with  yellow  sep- 
als. Cereus  triangu- 
laris has  a  three-angled 
stock,  clothed  with 
bristly  prickles;  flow- 
ers very  large,  white, 
^\-ith  green  sepals. 
Cereus  flagelliformis, 
t  h  e  Rat-tail  Cactus, 
has  a  ten-angled  his- 
pid, slender  stock,  and 
bears  day  flowers  of  a 
pink  color,  C.  serpen- 
tinus  has  a  twelve-an- 
gled  stock,  with  white, 
bristly  spines,  and  pale 
flowers  open  at  night. 
C.  speciosissimus  has  a 
three  or  foiu"-angled 
stock,  with  angles 
winged  and  wavy,  and 
bears  large,  day  flow- 
ers with  crimson  petals  and  white  stamens. 
Cereus  senilis  is  the  Old-man  Cactus,  with 
erect  stock  bearing  tufts  of  long,  white, 
hair-like  bristles.  Phyllocactus  latifrons  is 
sometimes  erroneously  called  Night-bloom- 
ing Cereus.  Phyllocactus  Phyllanthus  has 
sword-shaped  serrate  joints,  and  large, 
white,  fragrant  flowers  opening  at  night. 
It  is  sometimes  called  Night-blooming 
Cactus. 

Water  Hyacinth.— The  Florida  Water 
Hyacinth  must  have  a  warm,  sunny  place 
to  grow  and  bloom  well.  Placed  in  a  tub 
of  water  Vv-ith  sphagnum  moss  in  which  to 
imbed  its  roots,  and  given  a  place  protect- 
ed from  wind,  but  with  full  exposure  to  the 
sun  it  rarely  fails  to  make  a  good  growth, 
and  blooms  satisfactorily  during  summer. 

Freesias  fpom  Seeds.— Freesia  seedlings 
started  in  the  spring  will  bloom  the  foUov/- 
ing  ^^-inter  if  properly  treated.  They  need 
rich,  porous  soil  and  an  open,  rather  sunny 
situation.  In  a  close,  shady  place  the 
plants  grow  spindling,  and  often  fail  to 
bloom. 

Gilia. — From  Spirit  Lake,  Iowa  has  been 
received  a  specimen  to  be  named,  the  send- 
er remarking  "Both  foliage  and  flowers  are 
prett}-,  and  the  plant  grows  two  feet  high. 

It  is  a  species  of  Gilia. 

AmaFyllis  Johnsonii. —Offsets  from 
Amaryllis  Johnsoni  will  usually  bloom  in 
the  second  or  third  3'ear,  when  removed 
from  the  parent  bulb  and  good  care  given. 
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TWO  SPECIES  OF  CALYSTEGIA. 


A CORRESPONDENT  asks  where 
Mountain  Rose  and  Virginia  Creeper 
/  can  be  obtained,  and  that  there  may 
be  no  misunderstanding  as  to  the  plants 
she  gives  descriptions,  evidently  written  by 
someone  who  knows  but  little  about  either 
common  or  botanical  names.  Here  are  the 
descriptions: 

"Calystegia  sepium  or  Mountain  Rose.  Not  a 
Rose  proper  bvtt  a  charming  climber,  a  native  of 
China;  grows  rapidly,  and  bears  a  double  pink  flow- 
er at  every  leaf.  Lovely  for  fences,  trellises,  porch- 
es and  sides  of  houses.  Being  a  climber  it  needs 
string  support,  same  as  Morning  Glories.  It  blooms 
all  summer.  The 
vines  die  down  in 
the  fall,  and  the 
roots  can  be  cov- 
ered with  a  mulch 
of  straw  or  coarse 
manure.  Another 
climber,  called  Vir- 
ginia Creeper, 
which_  has  a  blos- 
som like  Morning 
Glory,  but  only 
one  color,pink  and 
white  striped, 
grows  wild  in  some 
localities," 

The  descrip- 
tion of  Moun- 
tain Rose  is 
t'hat  of  Caly- 
stegia pubes- 
cens,  shown  in 
the  engraving. 
The  flow^er  is 
pretty  and 
showy,  but  the 
vine  rarely 
grows  more 
than  five  or  six 
feet  high,  and 
is  objected  t  o 
by  many  be- 
cause of  its 
spreading  pro- 
pensity. It  is 
perfectly  hardy 
and  does  not 
need  protec- 
tion. What  is 
generally 
known  as 
Mountain  Rose  calystegia 
is  Antigonon  leptopus,  a  beautiful  vine 
hardy  in  the  South,  but  which  must  be  pro- 
tected in  a  severe  climate.  The  former  is 
grown  from  pieces  of  root,  and  may  be  ob- 
tained for  five  cents  from  almost  any  florist. 
The  latter  is  easily  propagated  from  seeds 
supplied  by  the  dealer  at  five  cents  per 
packet. 

The  other  Climber,  called  Virginia  Creep- 
er is  doubtless  Calystegia  sepium,  a  British 
vine  that  has  escaped  cultivation  in  some 
places.  It  is  a  rank  grower  but  a. very  shy 
bloomer,  and  is  really  valuable  only  for  its 
foliage.  It  is  sometimes  known  as  "Rut- 
land Beauty, ' '  but  can  hardly  be  intelligent- 
ly called  Virginia  Creeper,  as  Ampelopsis 


quinquefolia  has  usurped  that  name  for 
many  years.  It  is  rarely  considered  worthy 
to  offer,  but  some  keep  it. 

Moon  Flower.  — The  so-called  Moon 
Flower,  known  in  foreign  Catalogues  as 
Ipomoea  Mexicana  grandiflora,  perfects  its 
seeds  in  the  south,  and  can  be  readily  prop- 
agated from  them.  As  a  rule,  however,  flor- 
ists keep  the  old  plants  over  winter  and 
start  new  plants  for  the  next  season  from 
cuttings,  which  are  inserted  in  wet  sand 
until  roots  form,  when  they  are  potted.  If 
plants  are  lifted,  cut  back  and  potted  in  au- 
tumn they  are  easily  wintered  in  the  plant 

window,  or  in 
any  light,  frost- 
proof place. 
Good  plants, 
ready  for  set- 
ting out,  can  be 
obtained  of  the 
florist  in  the 
spring  for  five 
or  ten  cents 
each,  and  it  is 
often  as  eco- 
nomical to  pur- 
chase  new 
plants  in  the 
spring  as  to  un- 
dertake winter- 
ing old  plants. 

Japan  Lil- 
ies.—In  a  cold 
climate  spring 
is  the  best  sea- 
son to  buy  and 
plant  Japan  Lil- 
ies. In  the 
South  plant 
them  in  au- 
tumn. They 
thrive  in  a  rath- 
er tenacious  but 
well-drained 
soil.  Avoid 
the  use  of  light 
stable  manure 
that  fosters  the 
growth  of  a  f  un- 

PUBESCENS.  -  gus.      If  such 

manure  is  used  it  should  not  be  near  the 
bulbs.  Iron  filings  and  turnings  in  moder- 
ate quantities  may  be  used  to  advantage. 

Sweet  William,  Checkered.  —  This 
variety,  known  as  mutabilis,  has  white, 
pink  and  red  flowers  showing  in  the  same 
cluster,  and  comes  true  from  seeds.  It  is 
odd  and  handsome. 

Strobilanthes  Dyerianus.— I  have  a 
plant  of  this  Strobilanthus  that  is  the 
admiration  of  everyone  who  sees  it.  I  am 
asked  so  often  "What  is  that  beautiful 
purple-f oliaged  plant? ' '  It  is  easily  grown, 
and  always  satisfactory.  ,

SHRUBBERY  FOR  POTS. 


BY  THE  term  "shrubbery  for  pots"  I 
mean  plants  that  are  woody  or  shrub- 
by like  our  out-of-doors  hardy  shrubs; 
but  which  are  not  hardy  enough  to  stand 
our  severe  Northern  winters  though  the}- 
are  exceptionaly  good  for  pot  plants.  Manj- 
of  them  are  extra  good  as  winter  bloomers, 
and  others  are  fine  to  grow  as  specimen 
plants  to  adorn  our  lawns  and  porches  dur- 
ing the  summer.  Nearh'  all  ma}'  be  winter- 
ed in  the  cellar  during  the  winter  and  used 
exclusively  as  pot  plants  during  the  sum- 
mer. 

One  of  the  best  known  and  most  beauti- 
ful is  Azalea  Indica.  These  plants  come  to 
us  from  Belguim  and  Holland  and  bloom 
about  Easter  time.  Some  of  the  best  var- 
rieties  are  Madame  Van  Der  Cruyssen,  a 
deep  crimson;  Ceres,  large  double  white, 
striped  with  crimson,  this  variety  is  an 
extra  good  bloomer;  Niobe,  double  white; 
Dr.  Moore,  rose  color  with  white  and  violet; 
Simon  Madder,  large,  double  rose  or  deep 
pink;  Queen  of  the  Whites,  single  white. 
These  plants  grow  to  be  elegant  large  spec- 
imens, yet  they  commence  blooming  when 
quite  small.  Many  of  the  flowers  are  doub- 
le, all  are  large  and  beautiful.  The  plants 
are  easily  grown.  Plunge  the  pots  in  a 
cool  shady  place  during  the  summer. 

Olea  Fragrans  has  heavy  glossy  green 
leaves,  the  flowers  are  in  clusters,  very 
small  but  exceeding  fragrant.  A  small 
cluster  of  these  will  perfume  a  whole  room. 
Abutilons  are  old  time  favorites  as  well  as 
favorites  of  today.  Many  varieties  now 
have  the  foliage  beautifully  variegated,  and 
grow  into  more  compact  form  than  the  old- 
er varieties  thus  making  more  shapely 
plants.  The  flowers  are  of  various  colors. 
Hydrangeas  make  beautiful  pot  plants. 
The  flowers  are  in  large  clusters  and  last  a 
long  time.  Hortensis  has  pink  flowers 
changing  to  blue.  Thomas  Hogg  has  pure 
white  flowers.  The  Red-branched  variety 
has  deep  reddish  stems;  the  flowers  are 
extra  large  of  deep  rose  color.  Stella  Fim- 
briata  is  a  lovely  white  sort  with  beautifully 
fringed  petals. 

One  or  more  plants  of  Lemon  Verbena 
should  be  in  every  collection.  These 
plants  are  easily  grown,  and  may  be  win- 
tered in  the  cellar  if  necessary.  The  foli- 
age is  very  fragrant,  and  is  "fine  to  mix  in 
with  flowers  in  bouquets.

CALLA  LILY. 

I HAVE  a  Calla  that  had  not  bloomed  at 
four  years  old.  I  read  the  culture  for 
Calla  Lilies  in  Park's  Floral  Magazine 
and  followed  the  directions  with  these  re- 
sults: 

The  first  of  May  I  put  the  Lily  to  rest  on 
its  side,  under  a  shady  veranda.  In  August 
I  planted  it  out  in  well-rotted  manure  mixed 
with  sand.  I  watered  it  well  and  set  in  the 
shade  until  the  first  of  September.  When 
cold  weather  came  I  put  the  Lily  in  a  South- 
west window  in  a  room  where  there  was 
fire  all  day.  I  worked  in  a  little  Nitrate  of 
Soda  about  the  roots,  and  watered  it  with 
warm  water.  Washing  the  leaves  constant- 
ly to  remove  the  coal  dust. 
'  At  Christmas  I  had  a  beautiful  bloom. 
When  that  one  began  to  fade,  I  cut  it  off 
six  inches  from  the  earth,  and  another 
bloom  stalk  grew  out  from  the  old  one.  It 
had  six  blooms,  one  coming  as  the  other 
faded.  Twice  it  had  two  blooms  at  once, 
one  full-blown,  and  a  bud  just  opening.

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ABOUT  GLOXINIAS. 


PLEROMA  SPLENDENS. 


ONE  of  the  most  satisfactory  plants  for 
summer  blooming  is  the  Gloxinia. 
The  flowers  are  rich  and  velvety,  of 
many  colors,  and  are  borne  in  great  abund- 
ance during  the  whole  summer.  They  are 
very  easily  grown  if 
the  bulbs  are  not  kept 
I  too  wet  before  they 
[sprout,  and  the  plants 
are  kept  shaded  dur- 
ing the  hottest  part  of 
the  day.  No  water 
must  be  allowed  to 
touch  the  leaves  while 
exposed  to  hot  sun- 
shine, as  it  causes 
them  to  wither. 
I  planted  my  bulbs  early,  about  the  10th 
of  March,  in  quart  tin  cans,  watered  them 
well  and  covered  them  with  a  cloth  to  keep 
out  the  light,  and  placed  them  on  a  shelf 
behind  the  kitchen  stove  until  they  com- 
menced to  sprout,  when  I  moved  them  grad- 
ually nearer  the  light.  When  well  up,  I 
placed  the  cans  in  a  large  rustic  basket  in 
an  east  window.  The  basket  was  soon  cov- 
ered with  large,  velvety  leaves,  beautiful 
in  themselves,  but  when  the  flowers  began 
to  appear  they  were  lovely  beyond  descrip- 
tion. I  had  eight  different  kinds  all  of 
which  bore  a  number  of  blossoms.

MY  PLEROMA  SPLENDENS  is  a  fine 
plant.  Its  cordate  plush-like  leaves 
have  parallel  cords,  and  between 
them  the  rich  green  is  marked  across  in  fine 
traceries.  On  the  under  side  of  the  leaf 
these  show  white,  and  all  the  veinings  are 
also  white.  If  it  never  bore  flowers  I  should 
be  proud  to  possess  it;  it  is  simply  exquisite 
as  a  foliage  plant.  But  it  yields  a  riotous 
wealth  of  large  blossoms  of  a  royal  purple, 
a  rare  color  in  the  usual  collections  of  green- 
house plants.  It  demands  little  care,  but 
insists  on  plenty  of  water.  Mine  seems  to 
be  perennially  thirsty.  One  year  I  neglect- 
ed to  forstall  its  thirst,  and  it  revenged  it- 
self b}^  dropping  every  bud.

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THE  GORDONIA. 

THIS  shrub  was  at  one  time  the  rarest 
wild  plant  in  existence.  It  was  dis- 
covered in  Georgia  in  1790,  and  was 
transplanted  to  the  Bartram  garden  in  Phil- 
adelphia. Of  course  the  original  plant  died 
long  ago,  but  hundreds  of  its  descendants 
are  said  to  be  scattered  over  the  country. 
It  is  thought  to  have  been  the  last  of  its 
race,  and  was  discovered  only  just  in  time 
to  prevent  its  total  extinction. 

The  foliage  of  the  plant  is  bright  shining 
green,  turning  to  crimson  in  the  fall.  The 
blossoms  are  large,  pure  white,  and  very 
fragrant;  it  blooms  during  September  and 
October,  after  most  other  shrubs  have  flow- 
ered, which  gives  it  a  special  value. 

This  much  I  have  gleaned  from  a  scrap- 
book  clipping,  and  in  an  old  book  I  find  a 
poem  called  De  Soto's  Last  Dream,  of  which 
I  copy  the  following  extract; 

"In  the  waving  grass,  on  the  Yucca  spires, 

Flowers  of  pallid  hue 
Blend  with  the  Erjlhrinas  fires, 

And  the  starry  Nixias  blue. 
The  rich  Gordonia  blossom  swells 
Where  the  brooklet  ripples  by, 
And  the  silvery  white  Halesia  bells 

Reflect  the  cloudless  sky. 
And  southern  mosses  soft  and  brown 

With  gleaming  I\-ies  twine, 
And  heavy  purple  blooms  weigh  down 
The  wild  Wistaria  vine." 

Now,  Mr.  Editor,  please  tell  us  more 
about  it.  Has  it  an}^  other  common  name, 
and  where  may  one  find  it.  Also,  what  are 
the  Erythrina,  Nixia  and  Halesia  referred 
to  in  the  above  lines?  I  think  the  Gordonia 
is  very  desirable,  and  would  like  to  obtain 
a  specimen.

[Note.— Gordonia  is  a  genus  belonging  to  the  or- 
der Camelliaceae,  and  is  commonly  kno^^•n  as  Loblol- 
ly Bay.  G.  pubescens  is  found  in  the  swamps  of 
South  Carolina,  and  bears  in  spring  large,  white,  ax- 
illary flowers.  It  has  thin,  serrate,  deciduous, 
wedge-shaped  leaves,  shining  green  above  and  gray- 
ish white  beneath.  It  would  not  do  well  under  ordi- 
nary cultivation.  Erj'thrina  herbacea  is  a  southern 
leguminous  plant  related  to  the  Coral  plant  of  our 
greenhouses.  It  grows  four  feet  high,  bearing 
terminal  racemes  of  slender  scarlet  flowers  two  inch- 
es long.  "Xixia"  is  probably  a  local  name  for  some 
Southern  wild  flower.  Halesia  tetraptera  is  a  native 
shrub  ten  feet  or  more  high,  bearing  clusters  of 
white  flowers  in  April,  before  the  leaves  develop.  It 
is  often  called  Snowdrop  tree,  and  can  be  propagated 
from  seeds  supplied  by  seedsmen.  Wistaria  frutes- 
cens  is  a  spring-blooming  vine  found  in  southern 
swamps.  Ampelopsis  hederafolia  may  be  the  plant 
referred  to  as  I\y. 

The  statement  of  the  "Scrap-book  clipping"  refer- 
ring to  the  rarity,  propagation  and  dissemination  of 
the  Gordonia,  as  also  its  time  of  blooming,  needs 
consideration  before  accepting  it  as  authority.  It 
reads  very  much  like  some  of  the  plant  and  flower 
stories  found  in  daily  papers  of  the  present  time- 
stories  that  have  scarcely  a  modicum  of  fact  to  sus- 
tain them,  the  rest  existing  in  the  imaginations  of 
the  versatile  reporter.— Ed.] 


''y^HESE  bulbs  are  very  valuable  for  edg- 
ing walks  and  flower  beds.  Plant  them 
about  three  feet  apart,  and  the  foliage 
will  soon  fill  the  space,  making  an  unbroken 
row.  They  are  soon  in  bloom,  and  continue 
throughout  the  season.  In  autumn  lift  and 
dry  the  bulbs,  and  put  away  in  some  frost- 
proof place  with  other  summer-flowering 
bulbs.  They  are  not  at  all  particular  as  to 
soil  or  situation,  and  the  bulbs  are  usually 
so  cheap  that  one  may  edge  a  large  bed  for 
a  few  cents.  The  sort  known  as  Bo^viei  is 
quite  hardy  in  mild  climates;  and  may  be 
left  in  the  ground  during  \\anter.  This  sort 
makes  a  fine  border  for  a  bed  of  perennials. 
It  produces  large  rose-colored  flowers.

THE  improved  varieties  of  Scabiosa  atro- 
purpurea,  generally  known  as  Mourn- 
ing Bride,  are  among  the  most  beauti- 
ful of  our  garden  flowers.  The  plants 
grow  three  feet  high,  are  of  bushy  habit, 
bloom  throughout  the  summer  and  autumn, 
and  are  of  the  easiest  culture.  The  flowers 
shown  in  the  engraving,  of  the  improved 
sorts  are  double,  three  inches  in  diameter, 
borne  on  long  stems,  and  are  of  various 
shades  of  white,  red,  and  purple,  and  some 
azure  bloom.  They  are  fine  for  cutting  for 
bouquets,  or  for  personal  adornment.  The 
original  was  introduced  from  India,  and  the 
flowers  were  very  dark  purple,  almost  black.

MY  CLEMATIS  PANICULATA  is  full 
of  green  leaves  at  its  base  summer 
and  winter.  Last  summer  it  reached 
the  height  of  five  feet,  and  was  a  mass  of 
white  flowers  in  panicles  nine  or  ten  inches 
long,  and  so  sweet!  Why  do  not  more 
people  grow  it.  It  is  priceless  to  me  in  this' 
new  country,  where  it  is  hard  to  grow  flow- 
ers till  groves  give  us  shade.  The  plant  is 
hardy  and  much  admired,  and  the  perfume 
of  the  flowers  is  delicious.  The  vine  will 
climb  anything  it  can  get  hold  of.  It  uses 
its  leaf  stems  as  tendrils — the  oddest  habit 
I  ever  knew  in  a  plant.

The  seeds  may  be  sown  most  suc- 
cessfully in  September,  as  the  young  plants 
are  hardy  ;  but  they  can  be  satisfactorily 
started  in  the  spring,  and  will  bloom  well 
the  flrst  season.  Those  who  wish  to  have 
a  good  collection  of  garden  flowers  should 
not  fail  to  get  the  large  varieties  of  double 
Scabiosa.  They  will  not  prove  disappoint- 
ing. 

Sweet  Alyssum.— My  spring-sowing,  of 
Sweet  Alyssum  bloomed  all  summer,  and 
late  in  August  I  scattered  seeds  on  a  vacant 
border.  The  young  plants  soon  appeared, 
and  everyone  is  now  white  with  bloom,  al- 
though we  have  had  heav}^  frosts,  and  a 
freeze  which  formed  ice  an  inch  thick  in 
the  house.  I  covered  them  with  leafy 
brush  when  I  found  they  could  not  be  killed. 
I  did  not  know  that  Sweet  Alyssum  was  so 
hardy,  or  would  thrive  on  such  poor  soil,  as 
the  bed  was  quite  new,  and  yet  covered 
with  red  clay.

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TRY  a  small  force  pump  for  spraying 
the  flowers;  it  will  quickly  pay  for  it- 
self. 

Try  a  clayey  soil  for  the  Pansies  as  well 
as  the  Roses. 

Try  giving  the  Asters  plenty  of  food  to 
encourage  thrifty  growth  before  blooming. 

Try  to  keep  the  weeds  down  in  adjoining 
lots  where  they  are  near  enough  to  sow 
their  seeds  in  your  flower  beds. 

Try  Datura  and  Sweet  Nightingale,  for 
an  evening  flower,  as  it  has  no  superior 
among  fragrant  evening  bloomers. 

Try  bone  meal  for  Lilies,  Roses  and  Car- 
nations; it  is  perfectly  harmless,  and  is  one 
of  the  best  fertilizers  for  quick  results. 

Try  growing  Portulaca  in  the  beds  ex- 
posed to  full  sunlight,  where  many  of  the 
bloomers  would  be  scorched  and  withered — 
the  Portulaca  is  a  perfect  little  salamander, 
and  the  hottest  sun  does  not  harm  it. 

Try  to  keep  a  good  supply  of  the  flowers 
growing  that  were  favorites  in  grandmoth- 
er's garden;  and  be  sure  to  include  the 
Flowering  Almond  among  these  good  old 
stand-bys. 

Try  Hall's  Honeysuckle  for  a  fence  climb- 
er or  to  screen  an  unsightly  building;  it  is  a 
plant  that  deserves  more  general  attention, 
as  it  is  as  hardy  as  an  oak,  and  a  constant 
and  profuse  bloomer, 

Try  to  keep  up  the  gardening  enthusiasm 
even  in  the  hottest  weather;  even  if  one 
hour's  work  in  the  garden  in  hot  weather 
pulls  harder  than  half  a  day  in  May,  it  is 
just  as  important. 

Try  renewing  the  Pansy  bed  by 
throwing  out  exhausted  plants,  giving  the 
whole  bed  a  good  coat  of  well  rotted  ma- 
nure, and  setting  the  plants  just  beginning 
to  bloom. 

Try  pegging  down  Verbena  shoots  with 
wire  bent  in  the  middle,  to  keep  the  plants 
shapely  for  showy  blooming,  and  the  bed 
well  rounded. 

Try  to  keep  the  wild  sprouts  from  start- 
ing from  the  roots  of  Roses  grown  on  bud- 
ded stock,  and  to  avoid  this  try  to  plant 
only  the  Roses  grown  from  their  own  roots. 

Try  storing  the  plants  that  require  rest- 
ing through  the  summer,  in  a  cold  frame 
with  good  drainage,  where  they  will  be 
sheltered  from  strong  sunlight. 

Try  keeping  the  soil  well  cultivated  with 
rake,  hoe  or  trowel,  if  you  have  to  depend 
upon  the  clouds  for  the  garden's  water  sup- 
ply at  this  season;  and  even  when  there  are 
the  conveniences  of  hose  and  running  water, 
thorough  cultivation  is  better  than  frequent 
waterings;  an  open  soil  defies  drought. 


Try  making  a  new  Rose  jar  this  year;  as 
those  made  at  home  of  fallen  Rose  leaves 
are  always  preferable  to  the  strong-smell'- 
ing  compounds  sold  at  the  stores. 

Try  supporting  the  Gladiolus  that  are 
grown  in  rows,  by  running  a  twine  down 
the  row  from  stakes  placed  at  each  end  o£ 
the  row. 

Try  to  insure  good  growth  in  the  young 
Carnations  for  winter-flowering,  by  taking 
them  out  of  their  pots  and  planting  in  rich 
soil  in  the  garden,  nip  off  all  flower  shoots 
as  fast  as  they  appear  until  after  they  are 
potted  and  started  into  fresh  growth  in  the 
fall. 

Try  making  the  soil  right  rich  in  the  ver- 
anda baskets,  and  crowding  the  plants  in 
them  to  make  a  fine  appearance;  and  turn 
them  often  to  keep  them  well  balanced  and 
symmetrical  that  the  same  side  may  not 
always  be  towards  the  sun.         P.  H.  C.

Geranium  Culture.— Soil  for  Geran- 
iums should  be  a  mixture  of  garden  loam 
and  leaf  mould,  with  a  small  proportion  of 
well-rotted  manure.  About  once  a  week 
they  should  be  watered  with  liquid  manure 
diluted  to  the  color  of  weak  tea.  Many 
floral  writers  advise  starting  cuttings  in 
August  for  the  winter  window  garden,  but 
I  have  found  June  the  best  month;  the^ear- 
lier  started  plants  make  sturdy  growth,  and 
if  kept  well  pinched  back,  will  have  a  num- 
ber of  blooming  points  by  November,  when 
their  brightness  is  most  appreciated.

THE  CHIIiDREN'S  liETTER.

It  was  just 
a  dear  little  Florida  bird,  not  more  than  half  as 
large  as  an  English  sparrow,  with  a  clean,  dull 
white  shirt  front,  a  pretty  green  coat  trimmed 
with  black,  and  a  bright  red  cap.  Three  or  four 
times  it  came  to  my  window,  and  each  time  bal- 
ancing itself  in  the  air  for  a  moment  it  looked  in, 
as  if  to  say  "Good  morning."  During  the  inter- 
vals it  rested  upon  a  little  branch  of  the  willow 
oak  tree  near  by.  After  a  while  its  pretty  mate 
appeared,  dressed  in  the  same  way,  but  with  a 
gray  instead  of  a  red  cap.  It,  too,  flew  up  to  the 
window,  balanced  itself  in  the  air  as  did  the  other, 
and  looked  in  for  a  moment,  then  returned  to  its 
perch.  "Was  not  that  queer?  The  first  evidently 
told  the  second,  for  both  came  and  bade  me 
''Good  morning,"  then  together  flew  away,  and  I 
suppose  I  shall  never  see  them  again. 

Now,  dear  children,  what  do  you  think  was  the 
mission  of  those  little  feathered  friends,  or  do 
you  suppose  they  came  to  my  window  simply  to 
satisfy  a  bird's  curiosity?  I  thought  of  this  after 
they  flew  away.  Their  beauty  was  charming;  I 
had  never  seen  such  birds  before,  unless  it  was  as 
stufied  specimens  upon  some  lady's  hat,  and  it 
came  to  me  that  perhaps  the  mission  of  these  lit- 
tle birds  in  visiting  me,  was  that  I  might  make  a 
plea  for  the  birds  of  beautiful  plumage,  that 
their  lives  might  be  more  precious  in  human 
sight,  and  that  their  suffering,  caused  by  human 
cruelty,  might  be  abated.  For,  do  you  ^ow,  the 
beauttfiil  birds  with  which  hats  and  bonnets  are 
trimmed  are  skinned  alive,  in  order  that  the 
plumage  may  keep  bright  and  hold  welL  Just 
think  of  the  suffering  caused  by  this  cruel  pract- 
ice, Knowing  this,  what  lady  of  refined  feelings 
would  have  her  hat  adorned  with  birds.  I  cannot 
believe  that  anyone  who  loves  the  beautiful 
could  be  induced  to  encourage  such  cruelty  and 
wickedness  by  adorning  their  person  with  the 
lovely,  innocent  victims.  In  tropical  countries, 
where  birds  of  bright  plumage  are  mostly  found, 
there  are  men  who  live  by  this  cruel  vocation, 
and  so  vigilant  are  their  efforts  that,  it  is  said, 
many  beautiful  birds  once  numerous  are  now  al- 
most extinct.  Whenever  refined  women  cease 
to  wear  such  adornments,  and  only  the  vulgar 
and  hard-hearted  encourage  the  practice,  just  so 
soon  will  the  awful  business  of  the  hunter  cease 
to  be  profitable,  and  men  will  turn  their  atten- 
tion to  other  vocations.  Will  you  not,  dear 
children,  use  your  influence  to  discourage  the 
use  of  birds  for  the  trimming  of  wearing  apparel, 
and  thus  promote  the  well-being  of  the  bright 
and  beautiful  birds?  It  is  all  right  to  trim  with 
Ostrich  plumes,  as  they  are  obtained  from  the 
birds  when  they  are  ready  to  shed,  just  as  we  ob- 
tain the  feathers  of  the  geese  and  ducks;  but  let 
us  not  encourage  the  taking  of  the  lives  of  beau- 
tiful birds,  and  the  monstrous  cruelty  and  wick- 
edness of  the  hunter,  by  usin^  the  innocent  vic- 
tims for  our  personal  adornment. 

After  the  visit  of  the  little  birds  I  walked  down 
the  street  to  the  Post-oflBce,  passing  through  a 
lovely  grove  of  native  trees.  There  I  saw  some- 
thing that  will  interest  you  I  am  sure.  I  will 
tell  you  about  it  next  month.
